WASHINGTON — The Army disclosed Friday night 


that nearly 1,500 soldiers and civilians were given LSD 
in tests that continued until 1967. 
• 


At the same time, the Army said it will try to locate 


all those who took part and have them undergo medical 
evaluation to determine if there have been after-effects. 


.The Army's new statement showed for the .first 


time the full extent of the .tests, which became known 
only this week. 


As before, the Army stressed that .only volunteers 


were used hi the experiments which were aimed at 
determining the effects of the mind-altering drug on 
military performance.. 


A total of.585 persons, mostly soldiers, were tested 


directly'by the Army at the Edgewopd Arsenal in 
Maryland, Ft Bragg, N.C., Ft. McClcllan, Ala., Dugway 
Proving Ground, Utah, and Ft. Benning, Ga. 


The soldiers tested ranged from enlisted men 


through colonels, the Army said. In addition, the Army 
said, about 900 civilians were tested under Army-spon- 
sored studies at the University of Maryland Psychiatric 


Institute, the New York Psychiatric Institute, the 
University of Wisconsin, the University of Washington 
Medical School, and Tulane University's Department of 
Neurology and Psychiatry. 


An Army spokesman said the names of the persons 


tested directly by the Array are known and that efforts 
are being made to contact them for medical evaluation. : 


However, the spokesman said, the Army does not 


have the names of the roughly 900 person? tested by the 
universities and civilian hospitals working under Army 
contracts. The Army will rely on these institutions to 
come up with the names, he said. 


The Army indicated that it has not yet completed 


plans for the medical checkovers, but it-said the load 
will be so great that it will have to be done at a number 
of locations. 


The Army said the National Academy of Sciences-; 


National Research Council Medical Followup Agency- 
and the Veterans Administration will be asked to help!

Strike threats ease 


Trade winds blowing 


banker visits Hanoi

HONG KONG - An offi- 


cial of America's biggest 
bank has yisited Hanoi at 
the invitation of the North 
•Vietnamese Chamber of 
Commerce and discussed 
possible trade between the 
United States and North 
Vietnam, it was disclosed- 
here Friday. 


The visit, by Louis E. 


Saubolle, a vice president 
and Asia representative of 


the Bank of America, is 
the first by an American 
banker to Hanoi since 
North Vietnam was estab- 
lished in 1954. 


Analysts here said the 


invitation was an impor-- 
tant indication that North 
Vietnam is interested in 
trade with the United 
States to help rebuild its 
shattered economy. But 
they cautioned that the 
visit did not represent a 
major breakthrough in 
relations between the two 


countries and emphasized 
that Saubolle was acting 
on his own. 


The United States has 


long had an embargo on 
trade with Hanoi and de- 
clared a similar one on 
commerce with South 
Vietnam after the country 
fell to the Communists. 


Saubolle, who holds a 


French passport and.was 
bom in China, is a special- 
ist 
on contact with 


Communist countries. He 
has visited China three 


times in the past six 
months, an official of the 
Bank of America said, and 
speaks Chinese as well as 
Russian.

statement issued Friday, 
Saubolle met with senior 
officials of the North Viet- 
namese Chamber of Com- 
merce, the

NEW YORK — With (he city teetering again on the 


brink of fiscal disaster. Mayor Abraham Beame yielded 
to pressure from the banking community Friday and 
proposed more than $1 billion worth of economic options, 
including a wage freeze, salary cuts for more than 
300,000 municipal employes and further layoffs. The 
word from reliable city hall sources was that Beame 
had in mind a 10 per .cent salary reduction across the 
board and the elimination of 27,500 additional employes. 
The freeze would apply to multimillion dollar increases 
due tens of thousands of employes under union contract 
terms not yet implemented. However, a spokesman 
denied that Beame had specified any figures and said 
these were to be worked out in subsequent discussions 
price an overall format of demanded economies was 
agreed to. Beame also was reported ready to raise the . 
35-cent subway and bus fare and end free tuition at the 
City University of New York.

• TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras — The badly decom- 


posed bodies of seven persons, including two priests who 
liad been missing since a peasant uprising last month, 
were found in a well that had been dynamited in eastern 
Honduras, the government said Friday. A search contin- 
ued for more bodies. The discovery came as the three- 
month old military government faced a serious chal- 
lenge from Us largely peasant population for land re- 
form. Peasants, existing on bare subsistence levels, 
make up 87 per cent of the country's three million 
population. The communique said the slayings "were 
committed principally by die-hard forces opposed to the 
postponed social reforms in the countryside. In the 
uprising, the army clashed with 12,000 peasants taking 
part in a 310-mile hunger march in favor of land reform 
from Olancho Province in eastern Honduras to the 
capital.of Tegucigalpa. Five persons were killed and two 
were wounded in that fighting.

BUENOS AIRES — Argentina's Economy Minister 


Celestino Rodrigo buckled under pressure from militant 
labor leaders and resigned Friday, but the government 
denied reports that embattled President Maria Estela 
':'tsabel" Peron was about to go on an extended leave of 
absence. Rodrigo, who lasted only 45 days in office, 
instituted a drastic austerity program, including wage 
rollbacks coupled wilh two devaluations of the peso, 
which led to a nationwide general strike last week that 
shut down the country for two days and'forced-the 
government to reinstate wage increases of as much as - 
160 per cent. Rodrigo's resignation came amid widely 
published reports that Mrs. Peron planned to ask Con- 
gress for ah extended leave of absence from the presi- 
dency to recover from influenza. A government state- 
ment, however, said, "There has not been the slightest 
conversation or insinuation about the leave of absence."

CaL seeks school funds

WASHINGTON — Cali- 


fornia's two senators, with 
bipartisan backing, intro- 
duced legislation Friday to 
provide $125.5 million in 
federal funds for the cost 
of educating Vietnamese 
refugee children. 


Sens. John Tunney and 


Alan Cranston, along with 
Wilson Riles, California 
superintendent of public 
instruction outlined the 
purposes of the bill in a 
press conference. Similar 
legislation has been intro- 
duced in the House by 
Rep. Edward Royball, D- 
CaFif. 


The legislation calls for 


full funding of Vietnamese 
refugee children's educa- 
tional costs for the first 
school year and 50 per 
cent funding the second 
year. 


Cranston and Tunney 


estimated that 14,400 Viet- 
namese children will enter 
the California school sys- 
tem with most of the

9-3 for 'simple assault' 
Hung jury in Forbes trial 


MINNEAPOLIS (AP) - 


The trial of Boston Bruins 
hockey player David 
Forbes ended in a hung 
jury late Friday,' meaning 
Forbes could face a sec- 
ond court appearance on a 
charge of aggravated as- 
sault. 


The trial ended when 


jurors deadlocked 9-3 in 
favor of conviction of the 
lesser charge of simple as- 
sault. A verdict must be . 
unanimous. 


One juror, Gary Goren- 


son of Minneapolis, said 
three of the seven men on 
the jury were prepared to 
hold, out "a million years" 
against conviction. 


Forbes, 28, was indicted 


by a Hennepin County 
grand jury after a fight 
Jan. 4 with Henry Boucha 
of the Minnesota North 
Stars 
in 
Bloomington, 


Minn. Boucha suffered a 
cut and a fracture of fa- 
cial bjaes and claims he 
still suffers double vision. 


The, charge against 


Forbes was for using 
"dangerous weapon"—the 
butt of his hockey stick- 
to assault Boucha as both 


left the penalty box at 
Metropolitan Sports Cen- 
ter. 


Forbes 
was 
bitterly 


disappointed at the out- 
come and hung his bead 
as he sat with lawyers in 
the courtroom. He told 
newsmen later: 


"I've been bewildered 


for two weeks and I'm still 
bewildered...! can't figure 
what the hell is going on." 


Forbes and his attor- 


neys contended it was a 
"home town" prosecution, 
using Forbes as an exam- 
ple to attack the innate 
violence in the game of 
professional hockey. 


The jury deadlock does 


not remove the charge, 
but Hennepin County Atty. 
Gary Flakne said be has 
not decided whether to 
force a second trial. 


Judge Rolf'Fosseen set 


a hearing for Aug. 5 at 
which time Flakne may 
ask for-a new trial date or 
dismiss the indictment.

Now that 'palace revolt9 is over 
Baseball, Bowie: get back to work 


NEW YORK (AP) — Now that the palace revolu- 


tion is over and Bowie Kuhn has survived the. threat 
to his job, baseball can turn Its attention to its other 
problems. 


The game has no shortage of headaches for 


Kuhn and the owners to solve. 


The two-day meeting in Milwaukee at which the 


insurgents almost overthrew the commissioner also 
was supposed to deal with reports from the franchise 
and player relations committees. But because of the 
Kuhn crisis, the other matters were given scant 
attention. And so they remain; daggers hi baseball's 
craw. 


The most immediate problem seems to be in the 


San Francisco-Oakland Bay area where two teams 
are trying to survive in a space more suited to one. 


. The San Francisco Giants have been up for sale 


for some time but nobody seems anxious to invest in 
the team whose sagging attendance figures have 
been a constant drain. Across the bay live the World 
Champion A's led by flamboyant Charles 0. Finley, 


one of the ringleaders of the dump Kuhn movement. 
Considering his team's track record, the A's have 
never set the turnstiles on fire either. 


Finley would like to move up north where Seattle 


waits with a spiffy new domed stadium in one hand 


• and a sheaf of court papers in the other. The city has 
a pending suit against baseball because of the sudden 
exit of the Seattle Pilots who became the Milwaukee 
Brewers almost overnight, six years ago. 


If Seattle gets a team, it drops the suit. But if the 


A's are the team, then you can be-sure the city of 
Oakland will institute its own • litigation over its 
stadium contract. Thus, the problem continues. 


Then there are cities like New Orleans, Washing- 


ton and Toronto, all anxious to add major league 
baseball. Representatives for all of them were in 
Milwaukee, hoping for some progress. But the only 
action they got was seeing Kuhn saved at the last 
moment. 


New Orleans and Toronto both have new stadi- 


ums either under construction or near completion. 


Washington has Congress which passes legislation 
important to baseball. That would seem .to give 
Washington an edge. 


Baseball has been reluctant to grant any expan- 


sion franchises but that may be the only way out. Of 
course, that would mean Finley and other itchy 
owners might have to stay put, whether they want to 
or not. 


Then( there is the matter of the universal agree- 


ment with the players. The contract expires Dec. 31 
and negotiations must start soon. The players, not 
burdened by the time pressures that the dump' Kuhn 
movement put on the owners, met leisurely at the All 
Star game to map strategy. 


Marvin Miller's Players Association has not 


made any demands yet and there has been no sabre 


. rattling. But the players are perfectly capable of 


putting the pressure on anytime and Kuhn and the 
owners remember bitterly the strike two years. 


So don't get too comfortable behind that desk, 


Bowie. There's plenty of work ahead.

Inc., oversees operation of the only shoe 
lace manufacturing plant in Florida. 


"Fashions pose a problem for us," 


Orloff said at his office in this predomi- 
nantly Greek community known for its 
sponge fishing operations. 


HE LOVES the high-heeled mod 


shoes with their flashy laces. Buckle 
shoes, loafers and sandals don't do much 
for him. 


Shoe stylists are important, he said. 


"Sometimes the designers will tell us 
what kind of lace they want and some- 
times we will come up with a pattern or 
style and take it to a designer. 


"We work about a year ahead," he 


said. 


He pointed to a package of laces on 


his desk as an example of working ahead 
of time. It contained three pairs of red, 
while and blue shoestrings which will be 
marketed under the name of "Spirit of 
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76" in line with the nation's Bicentenni- 
al. 


Orloff pulled out a sample case and 


flipped to some laces that were in fashion 
in recent years, including the "Silky 
Look" and the "Ribbon Look." 


Fashion laces are only a part of the 


overall production of the plant as work- 
ers turn out some 1,500 gross of laces 
daily, filling orders for shoe manufactur- 
ers and jobbers. 


The local plant is one of three Mitch-

He said he's much happier find- 


ing ways to keep problem students 
in than in kicking troublemakers 
out. 


"We don't close the case of a 


kid who we expel," Ely said. "Our 
goal is always to get him back in." 


HE SAID that although no clear 


statistics on local 'drop-out rates 
have been kept, he thinks that 
there are fewer dropouts now than 
in past decades. 


"For one thing, when I was in 


school there were fewer dropins," 
he said. "Fewer kids even started 
high school.": 


"We've had a 'tremendous in- 


crease in alternative programs to 
keep kids in school in the last dec- 
ade," he said. "We used to have a 
lockstep system where there was 
only one way for a kid to learn; 
Now we're trying to make it possi- 
ble for a youngster to feel that 
school is personalized." 


"For instance, if a student 


wants to study foreign languages 
but isn't interested in preparing for 
college, we can put him in a con- 
versational program." 


"If he's drowning in a large 


high school, we can take him out 
and put him in smaller classes." 


Pushed by court decisions, the 


schools have moved toward treat- 
ing youngsters more tike adults. 


"TWENTY-FIVE years ago, for 


all practical purposes, the schools 
were saying that kids had no 
rights," he said. "Now that stu- 
dents have more rights, the prob- 
lem is getting them to accept the 
responsibilities that come with 
them." 


He said that students who feel 


that they've been wronged by 
school authorities are often looking 
at legal technicalities instead of the 
intent of a law.'. 


"For instance, we say that no 


weapons are allowed at school. 
Some kids will spend a lot of time 
fighting us over the technicalities 
of what a weapon is instead of 
recognizing why weapons are ban- 
ned. 
They don't think about the 


franquility of the campus or kids 
being hurt."
